The Country Is Facing the 
Greatest Flood In Its His­ 
tory —The Cry of Humanity 
Will Be Answered and As- 
sitance Will Go Forward 
To the Fair Southland— 
The Destitute Now Crowd­ 
ing Into the Large Cities— 
Red Cross Now Assisting 
In the Work of Rescue. 


Twenty -three 
white 
women 
and 
children 
who 
sought 
refuge 
in a 
house at W interv ille, at M ississippi, j 
were swept to 
their death 
in the 
iiood waters, said a 
definite report 
receiv ed Sunday by Major 
J. S. Al­ 
len of the engineer crops. 
This increased the known deaths in 
this area to 29 and M ajor Allen said 
th at a conserv ativ e 
estim ate of the 
total drownings in the 
delta 
degion 
was at least 200 
with a possibility , 
th at the actual number would be con- 
siderably greater. 
Voluntary m ilitary 
rule was put 
into effect Sunday with M ajor A. G. 
Pax ton of the 17 8 th Field A rtillery , 
M ississippi National Guard, in com­ 
mand. 
The m ilitary and other or­ 
ganizations 
cooperating

work prepared

for 10,000 people for the duration of 
the high water. 
Six thousand Negroes are encam p­ 
ed on the levee and 4000 white people 
are q uartered in hotels

buildings in this flooded city . Kitch­ 
ens hav e been erected on the concrete 
w harf. 
Food enough for the whole 
population is reported en route to the 
city and Red 
Cross officials 
stated; 
th at tents to house ev ery one would ( 
be erected Monday . 
The plan now is 
to erect a tented city 
on the lev ee, 
which is 20 feet wide. 
The city will ex tend for a distance 
of three miles or more. 
U rgent w arnings to the people in 
the territory south of Greenv ille to 
flee were issued Sunday by M ajor A - 
len. 
The head of the flood w aters is 
now between 20 and 25 miles south 
of Greenv ille and has to trav el only 
about 
25 
miles before 
joining the 
backw ater 
from 
the 
Yazoo 
riv er 
north of Vicksburg. 
W ith the flood w aters three feet 
deep in Leland, Areola and Hollan- 
dale, all southeast of Greenv ille, and 
constantly rising, thousands sought 
refuge on the lev ee of the Yazoo and 
M ississippi Valley railroad. 
The resi 
dents of the towns were forced to the 
second floors of their homes. 
A ttem pts to rescue these marooned 
persons were made Sunda> by _ ^ e 
■Cross workers in m otor boats.

and 
their 
task promised 
to be a heav y 
one since 3000 were in 
Leland and 
1000 in Areola.

A sabbath scene of death and deso­ 
lation was presented for ov er more 
than 9 000 sq uare miles of the richest 
lands in M ississippi and A rkansas as 
the flood 
v caters of

mighty stream s ecentinued their re^- 
lentless flow to the sea. 
At least 100 human liv es hav e been 
snuffed out by the swirling, plunging 
waters since the riv er started tearing 
from their beds three weeks ago. 
Disease continues to spread in the 
old concentration camps and was be­

its appearance

uome parts of the 
M is-' 
sissippi. 
Red Cross officials said a f­ 
ter the relief work w'ould 
come the 
problem of sanitation and health. 
While federal authoritios were ex ­

A djutant Gen­ 
eral Green issued a statem ent say ing 
that 15,000 persons are marooned in 
v arious localities around Greenv ille.

Approx imately b.000,000 
cases of 
eggs, worth slightly more than $30,- 
000,000, were marketed co-operatively 
In the United Stutes in 1925 by farm 
er« ’ egg and poultry marketing asso 
dations. 
This figure, compiled by the 
United States Department 
o f Agricul­ 
ture, compares with 2,400,000 cases, 
worth $22,000.000, handled co-opera 
tively In 1924. 
The 
department's 
estimates 
are 
based on reports from about 60 active 
egg and poultry associations. 
These 
associations ure located in 21 states. 
Their business is believed to comprise 
most of the egg marketing done co­ 
operatively in the country . 
A few as­ 
sociations failed to report the volume 
of their business to the department, 
but these are smail concerns whose 
figures presumably would not greatly 
affect the total. 
One of the California associations 
handled 782,070 cases of eggs last 
y ear. 
This was the largest quantity 
handled for any one co-operative con­ 
cern. 
Two of the associations han­ 
dled more than 500,000 cases each. 
The smallest volume of business re­ 
ported by any one association for 1925 
consisted of 585 cases of eggs, han­ 
dled by 
a 
Minnesota 
organization. 
The reports showed that the delivery 
of a large number of cases of eggs per 
member is more important in deter­ 
mining the total volume of the asso­ 
ciations’ business than a large mem­ 
bership. 
In connection with Its egg marketing 
studies, the department has made an 
attempt to find out what amount of 
poultry is handled co-operatively in 
the United States. 
There is less in­ 
formation available about poultry mar­ 
keting 
than 
about 
egg 
marketing. 
However, the department say s a total 
of 12,328,057 pounds of live poultry 
was handled last y ear by 31 co-oper­ 
ative 
associations. 
Six teen 
associa­ 
tions handling dressed poultry report­ 
ed the marketing of 4,090,510 pounds 
in 1925. 
Leading states in the co-operntlve 
marketing of live poultry were as fol­ 
lows: 
Missouri, 
9,871,453 
pounds: 
Minnesota, 1,827.131 pounds; Wiscon­ 
sin, 208,735 pounds.

Before They Get Start 
As crop insurance for Missouri gar­ 
dens in 1927, Leonard Haseman, en­ 
tomologist at the Missouri College of 
Agriculture, urges every gardener to 
clean up all trash at the first oppor­ 
tunity . 
After burning the trash to destroy 
all 
hibernating 
insects, 
plow 
the 
ground just as soon as the frost is 
out sufficiently to permit it. 
This 
will ex pose many more Insects that 
live under ground. 
A later freeze is 
likely to kill them and will also Im­ 
prove the condition of the soil. 
Very early in the spring, also, the 
war can be carried into the camp of 
the garden mole. 
In the earliest of 
his spring runs, while food Is scarce, 
raisins or scraps of meat treated with 
stry chnine will prevent a lot of later 
damage to lawn and garden. 
All such early measures which re­ 
duce the numbers of insects und larg­ 
er pests in advance of warm weather 
will prove very effective in prevent­ 
ing large Increases In their numbers 
and reducing the difficulties of the 
busy gardening season.

Studies of the seen-corn maggot, 
which is also a pest of seed potatoes, 
lead the bureau of entomology to con­ 
clude that maggot attack normally fol­ 
lows seed-potato Injury or decay .

adult fly are not as a rule deposited 
on freshly cut pieces of seed potato, 
even though these are left ex posed in

pieces of potato seed, but if decay is 
present the maggots enter these spots 
and develop without difficulty .

First American Flagg 
Displayed in Warfare 
It is perhaps little known that the 
first American flag displayed “ at sea” 
was raised by Colonel Wynkoop. com­ 
mander of the Royal Savage, one of 
Benedict Arnold’s little fleet In Lake 
Champlain, in 17 7 6. This flag was a 
replica of the first striped flag, hoisted 
over 
Washington's 
headquarters 
at 
Cambridge, It consisted of thirteen al­ 
ternate red and white stripes in the 
field and retained the colors of Eng­ 
land, the united crosses of St. George 
and St. Andrew on a blue ground, in 
the canton. This flag was known In 
England us “The Rebellious Stripes.” 
“A picturesque incident is told of 
the first Stars and Stripes used in a 
military engagement,” said Mr. Ames, 
foremost flag manufacturer 
in 
the 
country. 
“The Revolutionary flag of 
thirteen stripes with a circle of thir­ 
teen stars was adopted by the Conti­ 
nental congress on June 14 , 17 7 7 , but 
the statute was not officially promul­ 
gated until the third of the following 
September. Meanwhile a copy of an 
Albany newspaper describing the flag 
had fallen under the eye of a Conti­ 
nental officer from Massachusetts on 
his way with reinforcements to Fort 
Schuyler, 
formerly 
Fort 
Stanwlx, 
where the city of Rome, N. Y., now 
stands. 
“ He arrived at 5 p. m. on August 
2, and 
very 
opportunely, too, as It 
turned out. For the British attacked 
the fort the following morning, which 
was Sunday. 
Before the end of the 
day the garrison had run up the first 
American battle flag. 
White stripes 
from shirts and hospital bandages al­ 
tercated with red stripes made from 
the scarlet petticoat of a soldier’s wife. 
A blue canton was improvised from 
the military coat of one Capt. Abra­ 
ham Swartout, who, a year later, wrote 
to the commander of the fort request­ 
ing ‘an order on the commissary to 
supply me, as promised, with eight 
yards of broadcloth in lieu of my 
blue coat which was used for colors 
at Fort Schuyler.’ ”—Everybody’s Mag­ 
azine.

John Hall and six 
seamen from the three-masted schoon­ 
er G. J. Cherry, wrecked off Capo Hat­ 
teras In the hurricane of March 2, at­ 
tributes the fact that he and his crew 
were saved to two things: The first, 
a modern radio set with a metallic 
box and secondly, to 443.000 feet of 
lumber the ship was bringing from 
Charleston S. C., to New York. 
Late In the day of March I, Cap­ 
tain Hall, tuning In with the broad­ 
cast set he bad purchased only last 
November, heard a storm warning 
from 
the 
Richmond 
Hill 
station 
WABC. 
Richmond Hill was right, and the 
storm came with such violence that It 
opened the seams of the ship and for 
13 days he and the crew clung des­ 
perately to the after deckhouse of a 
ship two-thirds submerged by water, 
diving to the lazaret In the after 
hatch for raw potatoes and catching 
fish with a hook Improvised frorfi the 
springs on the schooner’s auxillary 
gas engine, which was thrown over­ 
board with every other removable ob­ 
ject to keep the ship from going un­ 
der. The lumber cargo kept tin* boat 
afloat. 
The radio set was quite for­ 
gotten In the struggle to keep alive! 
Not Seen by Passing Ships. 
The story of seven ships, sighted by 
the watch in the mizzenmast cross 
roes, which passed without noticing 
fhe signals of distress during the 13 
flays until Captain Hall and his crew 
were at last picked lip by the oil tank­ 
er Gulf Point, has been told. but 
the part a 
metal 
cabinet of the 
radio set played was merely suggest­ 
ed in the original accounts of the res­ 
cue. 
The G. J. Cherry's galley was, of 
course, submerged and the raw pota­ 
toes salvaged and the fish caught had 
to he cooked, so Captain Hall, remem­ 
bering the metal box, sent a negro 
sailor down to salvage It from his un­ 
der-water cabin. 
“Castiron Bill,” the ship’s seventy- 
seven-year-old cook, and “the only 
American among the crew,” according 
to Captain Hall, had a man dive Into 
the schooner’s galley for a grate from 
the stove. 
Ie was easy to find fuel—there was a 
lumber cargo. They also had the food. 
What was needed now was a vessel to

Fir ti American Flags 
Displayed in Warfare 
It is perhaps little known that the 
first American flag displayed “at sea” 
was raised by Colonel Wynkoop. coni 
manlier of the Royal Savage, one of 
Benedict Arnold's little fleet In Lake 
Champlain, In 1776. This flag was a 
replica of the first striped flag, hoisted 
over 
Washington's 
headquarters 
at 
Cambridge. It consisted of thirteen al­ 
ternate red and white stripes in the 
field and retained the colors of Eng­ 
land. the united crosses of St. George 
and St. Andrew on a blue ground, In 
the canton. This flag was known in 
England as “The Rebellious Stripes.” 
“A picturesque incident Is told of 
the first Stars and Stripes used In a 
military engagement,” said Mr. Ames, 
foremost flag manufacturer 
in 
the 
country. 
“The Revolutionary flag of 
thirteen stripes with a circle of thir­ 
teen stars was adopted by the Conti­ 
nental congress on June 14, 1777, but 
the statute wrns not officially promul­ 
gated until the third of the following 
September. Meanwhile a copy of an 
Albany newspaper describing the flag 
had fallen under the eye of a Conti­ 
nental officer from M assachusetts on 
his way with reinforcements to Fort 
Schuyler, 
formerly 
Fort 
Stanwlx, 
where the city of Rome, N. Y., now 
stands. 
“He arrived at 5 p. rn. on August 
2, and very opportunely, too, as It 
turned out. For the British attacked 
the fort the following morning, which 
was Sunday. 
Before the end of the 
day the garrison had run up the first 
American battle flag. 
White stripes 
from shirts and hospital bandages al­ 
ternated with red stripes made from 
the scarlet petticoat of a soldier’s wife. 
A blue canton was Improvised from 
the military coat of one Capt. Abra­ 
ham Swnrtont, who, a year later, wrote 
to tile commander of the fort request­ 
ing ‘an order on the commissary to 
supply me, as promised, with eight 
yards of broadcloth In lieu of my 
blue coat which was used for colors 
at Fort Schuyler.’ ”—-Everybody's Mag­ 
azine.

New York.—Capt. John Hall and six 
seamen from the three-masted schoon­ 
er G. J. Cherry, wrecked off Cape H at­ 
teras in the hurricane of March 2, at­ 
tributes the fact that he and his crew 
were saved to two things: The first, 
a modern radio set with a metallic 
box and secondly, to 443,000 feet of 
lumber the ship was bringing from 
Charleston S. C., to New York. 
Late In the day of March I, Cap­ 
tain Hall, tuning in with the broad­ 
cast set he had purchased only last 
November, heard a storm warning 
from 
the 
Richmond 
Hill 
station 
WABC. 
Richmond Hill was right, and the 
storm came with such violence that it 
opened the seams of the ship and for 
13 days he and the crew clung des­ 
perately to the after deckhouse of a 
ship two-thirds submerged by water, 
diving to the lazaret in the after 
hatch for raw potatoes and catching 
Ash with a hook Improvised frorfl the 
springs on the schooner’s auxiliary 
gas engine, which was thrown over­ 
board with every other removable ob­ 
ject to keep the ship from going un­ 
der. The lumber cargo kept the boat 
afloat 
The radio set was quite for­ 
gotten In the struggle to keep alive! 
Not Seen by Passing Ships. 
The story of seven ships, sighted by j 
the watch in the mizzenmast cross j 
'roes, which passed without noticing 
"he signals of distress during the 13 
lays until Captain Hall and his crew 
were at last picked up by the oil tank­ 
er Gulf Point, has been told, but 
the part a 
metal 
cabinet of the 
radio set played was merely suggest­ 
ed In the original accounts of tho res­ 
cue. 
The G. J. Cherry's galley was, of 
course, submerged and the raw pota­ 
toes salvaged and the fish caught had 
to be cooked, so Captain Hall, remem­ 
bering the metal box, sent a negro 
sailor down to salvage It from his un­ 
der-water cabin. 
“Castiron Bill,” the ship’s seventy- 
seven-year-old cook, and “the only 
American among the crew,” according j 
to Captain Hall, hod a man dive Into 
the schooner’s galley for a grate from 
the stove.

Kentucky Town Claims 
Three Singing Mice 
Mayfield, Ky.—Mayfield claims three 
singing mice. 
Oscar Boaz reports he 
has heard one of these rodents about 
his house which makes a noise not 
unlike a “sort of song,” Henry Single­ 
ton Is accredited with catching one of 
these “singing” mice a few months 
ago, and another has been heard giv­ 
ing Its merry lay about his premises 
recently. 
On the other hand, while these mu­ 
sical mice are sought as curiosities, 
reports are sent out from the Ken­ 
tucky agricultural experiment station 
of injury by mice to fruit trees, loss 
running rather high In various parts 
of the state. 
One orchard owner re­ 
ported the loss of TS fourteen-year- 
old trees, and fruit growers In prac­ 
tically every section of the state have 
suffered losses from ravages of mice. 
High water In lowlands caused mice 
to migrate to higher grounds, with 
the result that many orchards have 
suffered exceptionally large mouse In­ 
jury this year, according to W. W. 
Magill, extension field agent of the 
college of agriculture. 
The flood wa­ 
ters destroyed the natural source of 
stored feed for the mice and forced 
them to eat bark of the fruit trees, 
according to Magill.
